AMERICA'S FLEET 


Heavy Losses of the Spaniards in Killed 


and Wounded. 


LOMION, May [.—While it ia quite 


clfmr that tho Spanish cquadron has Euf- 


torcd a crushing defiat, thu dispatches 


leave unclear the intensely interesting 


qnoatioa whether thcAiticrican squadron 


hue suffered material damage. 


All nowa thus far comes from Bpnnleh 


eourct'B, hut it EOQUIB evident that Com- 


modore Do woy has not captured Manila. 


Unices he ia able to make another at* 
tack hini capture the town he will be in 


an awkward position, having no base 


upon which to retire and to refit. 


Probably, therefore, thn United States 


fiqutuirou will be obliged to make for 
San Francifico, as the entrance to Ma- 


nila buy was heavily mined with tor- 


pedoes. 


Commodore Dowoy displayed great 


pluck and daring in making for the in- 


ner harbor. According to private ad- 


vicoe received from Madrid, tho United 
States cruleere Olympin, Raleigh and 


two other vessels, the names of which 
arc not given, entered the harbor. No 
dispatches received here give details as 
to the vassals actually engaged on either 
side. 


It appears to be incorrect that the 


fillips anchored behind thu merchantmen 
Are on the east side of the bay. 
It 


should be the west side. 


Probabilities point in the direction of 


the second engagement having; occurred 
with the Spaniards trying to prevent the 
landing of the American wounded. Re- 
liable details cannot be had until Com- 
modore Dewoy's squadron ia able to 
communicate with Hong Kong.

ie, however, a suspicious frankness in 
the Spanish dispatches tbat flavors of 
the intention to break unwelcome news 
to the Spaniards. It ia not likely, how- 
ever, that Commodore Dowoy will renew 
the attack. 


DECEIVERS TO THE LAST. 


MADRID, May 1.—10 p. m.—Admiral 


Bermejo, minister of marine, joined the 
cabinet council this evening and , in- 
formed hia colleagues that the Spanish 
forces bad gained a victory in the Philip- 
pinea. Be asserted that he found diffi- 
culty in restraining hia joyfnl emotions. 
The official dispatch doea not mention 
tho destruction of any American vessel, 
although it says tbat the United States 
squadron finally cast anchor in the 
bay beyond the foreign merchantmen.

MADRID, May i.—Advices from Manila say the 


American squadron appeared in the bay ofi Manila at 5 
o'clock this morning and opened a strong fire against the 
Spanish squadron and the forts protecting the harbor. 


Official advices to the Spanish Minister of War, Gen- 


eral Correa, admit that two Spanish cruisers were set on 
fire and burned to the water's edge by shells from the 
American squadron. Several of the Spanish gunboats 
were sunk by order of Admiral Moutejo to avoid falling 
into the hands of Commodore Dewey. 


Among the killed was Captain Cardarzo, commanding 


the Maria Christina. 


Before the conclusion of the battle Admiral Montejo 


was obliged to transfer his Hag from the cruiser Reina 
Maria Christina to the cruiser Isla de Cuba to avoid a 
similar fate as that which befell Captain Cardarzo. 


The Spanish admit having sustained great losses, both 


of ships and marines. 
They claim that the Americans 


have also lost many killed and wounded, but do not claim 
to have seriously disabled any of the American squadron. 


The Spanish cruisers which were burned were the 


Castilla and the second-class cruiser Don Juanf de Aus- 
tria.
